The links generally represent a specific monetary 
denomination of the country of origin ana therefore vary in size. ;*.imougi 
value of gold is universally recognized, natives m remote areas lack weighing 
devices and prefer to deal in fixed amounts representing currency wim which 
they are familiar. Bracelets are made to order by goldsmiths in Hong Kong, 
Bangkok, Saigon, and other cities. 

2. Since the possession of gold in this form is considerably less
